At 
the time of the greateſt obſcuration, the Moon will be ver- 
tical (or directly over their heads) about Cape Fa/ſe, in New 
Guinea, in lat. 8 deg. 3 min. ſouth, and 138 deg. and a half 
of eaſt longitude from London; conſequently this Eclipſe 
will be viſible to the whole continent of 4/4, c. and the 
end will extend itſelf as far as the iſland of Madugajcar, 
and the eaſtern parts of the AfFicay continent. 
In paſling a judgment upon the effects thefe Eclipſes may 
produce in this mundane, ſtate, let us walk warily, reſting 
upon. the ſtaff of experience, while caution leads the way. 

Following the judgment of the ancients, we ſhall premiſe 
the firſt and the two laſt affect not us.

Freuch Prophet No/?radamus (whoſe works we fo often quote) 


would be highly acceptable to many of our country readers. 
In compliance with their requeſt (as far as my narrow limits 
will admit) take the following account. 5 | 

The word HisrROGLYPHIC is derived from two Greek 
words, (viz.) Hieros ſacred, and Gluphein to engrave, i. e. 
a ſacred engraving, or holy inſcription. This myſtical Kind 


of writing was by introducing the forms of birds, beaſts, 


Ec. to view in ſuch poſitions as were hardly to be underſtood 


without great knowledge in the nature of things, and quite 
unintelligible to common capacities, By this obſcure method 
of communication, the choiceſt ſecrets in philoſophy, &c. 
were by the ancients conveyed to futurity on tables of ſtone 


in pictureſque characters. In this the Egyprians were par- 


ricularly eminent; but antiquity may trace the art with the 
higheſt probability beyond the flood, even to the Father of 


the human race; who, in ſymbols drawn from the great c 


volume of nature, left his remarks to poſterity, long before 


any other mode of intelligence took place; agreeable to 


which is that verſe in Lucan.

The birds and beaſts, engraved on laſting ſtone, 
With magic tongues, learning preſerv'd alone. 

The following hieroglyphic was prefented me by my 
worthy friend Mr. Jaber Moor, a perſon well fkilled in the 
Oriental languages. It was given him when upon his travels 
by Nathan Ben Asper, an Armenian rabbi, and is perhaps the 
only copy this day extant in Europe. It was found in the 
cave of Johannes de Montibus, a holy hermit, who retired 


from the world during the fifth perſecution, and (whether 
by communication with cæleſtial agents, or what other 


means I wot not) has left the fame for future ages to decipher. 
| ” Having 
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Having faithfully delivered the above portentous hiero. 
o},phic, which exhibits a wild ſcene of deſolation and 
wttratiion, the contemplative reader will, I doubt not, caſt 
an eye of conſideration upon tne motto in the cloud, wherein 
the holy man appears to have diſcerned more than this 
picturetque prophecy contains. There 1s room for much 
iefectioa, and ſo leaving the penſive reader to his own 
meditations, I proceed next to. ſinall ſtetch of the life of

This great phyſician and aſtrologer was born in Sr. Remy, 
a town in Provence, on J hurſday the 14th of December, in 
the year 1503. His grandfathers, by both the father's and 
mother's fide, were highly ſeill'd in phyſig and mathematics, 
one having been phylician to Renaius, king of Feru/alem, 
and the other to Jchn duke of Calalria He ſtudied phyfic 
and philoſophy at Meunt Pelier, till, the plague raging there, 
he removed to Narbonne, Thleuſe, and B:urdearx..- He after 
went back to M:n!p.licr, where he took his degrees with the 
utmoſt applauſe. Pafing back fhrongh Agen, he there 
became intimately acquainted with J Cæſar Scaliger. 


He there likewiſe married a very honourable gentlewoman, 


by whom he had two children; but, they all dying, he 


reſolved to retire to his native country. Fe had by a ſecond 


wife three ſons and one daughter. The high eſteem he was 
in with the grandees of thoſe days, viz. Queen Catherine, 
of Medicis; Henry the ſecond, king of France; his private 
conferences with them, and the princely gifts he received 
from them, the honourable viſits paid him by the duke of 
Sewry, and the lady Margaret of France, ſiſter to Henry the 
ſecond, alſo, by Charles the ninth, together with his being 
appointed phyſician in ordinary to the king, all denote the 
high eftimation he was in. This illuſtrious perſon paid the 
debt of nature on the ſecond of Juby, A. D. 1566, aged 62 


vears, 6 months, and 1o days, and lies buried in the church 


of the Franciſcan friars at Salon, where a marble monument 


declares to the world, that there lie the remains of the 


famous Michael Neſtradam us. The diſeaſe which robbed the 


world of this great man appeared at firſt to be the gout, 
but ended in a dropſy. The time of his death he foretold, 
by writing at the end of the month June, in an ephemeris 
for that year, Hic prope eſt Mors;“ and the night before 
his deceaſe, I will {ce you again in the morning, ſaid his 
departing friend. — You ſhall, ſaid Noſtr adamus, with a look 
of calm compoſure, but not alive when the ſun ariſcth, 
which accordingly proved true, His centuries of prophecies 
which he left to the world, many of which have been already 
fulfilled, while many more wait their accomplithment, will 


tranſmit his name to lateſt poſterity.— I {hall conciude this
